OPERATIONAL MATTERS AND COMMENTS : 

1. On receiving a oall from AECASSOWARY 6 that the newspaper account- 
ings for July, August and September 1957 were ready ’(went to the 
AECASSOWARY 6 safehouse to plok these up. Both AECASSOWARY 5 and 6 were 
waiting for him, and as might be expected, extended amenities followed. 
However, when J“~ 'J asked them both whether either had anything of inter- 

est to report Ssperdxlonally, both confined their remarks to the recent 
bombing at Zeppelinstrasse . (This has already been reported by Cl JZ3 
^AECAPELIN I, jf. Asked for their theories on the alleged attempt 

A/grifnenylo CHAxkivskyy's life, both opined that they doubted whether the 
/ RIS was behind the bomb, for had they been, the bomb would have been more 
effective . AECASSOWARY 5 further said that some people even think Stefan 
BANDERA might have masterminded the bomb routine himself in order to gain 
some publicity for his organization. And finally, there was the opinion 
that some crank from the NTS mailed the bomb to even the score for the 
anti -NTS articles printed by Sohlakh Peremohy . 


2. AECASSOWARY 5 said AECASSOWARY 2 wrote to AECASSOWARY 6 informing 
them that he expects to visit them from FBPRIME in early May when he comes 
here to discuss action to be taken by his group during Pair time in 
Brussels.

AECASSOWARY 3 
was surprised to learn that/ Jknew nothing about AECASSOWARY 2's pro- 
posed visit.
